have  not  presented  their  accounts  to  be  examined.  We  have 
examined  the  accounts  of  Collector  Wyman,  the  Town  Treas- 
urer, the  Treasurer  of  the  Free  Public  Library,  Road  Agents, 
and  Selectmen,  and  would  certify  to  the  correctness  of  the 
same  and  with  proper  vouchers  for  the  bills  paid.

T  agree  with  the  above  report,  excepting  that  the  Selectmen 
paid  by  orders  No.  2,  ii,  40,  54,  which  orders  were  for  the 
payment  on  the  town  notes,  to  the  estate  or  fund  of  the  late 
Benjamin  Barnard.     The  vouchers  were  signed  :

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ANNUAL  REPORT   OF  SCHOOL  BOARD. 


Our  schools  have  been  generally  prosperous,  considering 
that  the  attendance  has  been  small,  and  that  frequent  changes 
are  occurring.  They  need  the  stimulus  that  conies  from  num- 
bers, to  obtain  the  best  results. 

In  our  visits  near  the  close,  we  were  pleased  with  the  gen- 
eral progress  made  and  the  thoroughness  shown.  The  ad- 
vance classes  in  Arithmetic  and  Algebra  showed  excellent 
progress,  and  that  our  teachers  had  been*  thorough  in  their 
methods,  constant  in  their  efforts  to  teach,  and  patient  in  the 
work. 

The  Supt.  of  Public  Instruction  again  urges  districts  to  ad- 
opt the  law  of  1S99,  authorizing  the  formation  of  supervisory 
districts,  for  the  purpose  of  securing  expert  supervision  of 
schools.  In  our  State  three  such  districts  have  been  formedi 
comprising  nine  towns. 

For  the  purpose  of  showing  the  scholars  attending  school 
in  town,  their  ages,  their  number  of  days'  attendance,  and  the 
average  attendance,  we  present  the  following  from  the  reg- 
isters :

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REPORT  OF  LIBRARY  TRUSTEES. 


In  presenting  their  report  the  Trustees  would  again  call  at- 
tention to  the  wants  of  the  Librar}-,  as  stated  in  their  report 
of  one  year  ago.  First,  the  need  of  a  proper  catalogue  of  the 
books  now  on  hand.  The  want  of  this  is  seriously  felt  by  all 
the  patrons  of  the  Library,  more  especially  those  who  have 
recently  come  into  our  town.  We  would  suggest  that  an  ap- 
propriation be  made  and  the  publication  of  a  catalogue  be 
made  as  soon  as  possible.  The  other  need,  alluded  to  last 
year,  is  for  a  "freer"  Librai'y,  by  an  opening  of  the  benefits 
of  its  contents  for  if  possible  an  every  day  opportunity  to  use 
the  books  now  on  the  shelves. 

There  seems  to  us  at  present  an  opportunity  to  secure  a  lo- 
cation and  habitation  for  the  use  of  the  Library,  which  sel- 
dom would  present  itself,  so  we  make  the  suggestion  that  the 
town  secure  the  owriership  in  whole  of  what  it  already  has  in 
IDart,  of  the  estate  of  the  late  Nathaniel  Smith,  provided  the 
same  could  be  secured  at  a  reasonable  price,  and  convert  it  in- 
to a  home  for  the  use  of  the  Library.  Such  arrangements 
might  be  made,  we  believe,  as  would  allow  an  open  Library 
every  day,  at  an  expense  that  would  not  seriously  burden  our 
community. 

We  are  aware  that  the  question  of  expense  will  be  the 
"paramount  issue"  in  this  plan,  but  we  bespeak  a  careful  and 
thoughtful  hearing  of  our  citizens  on  behalf  of  this  idea. 

There  are  but  few,  if  any,  objects  in  this  world  that  are  of 
any  worth  unless  there  is  a  corresponding  cost.  The  only 
question  in  this,  as  in  all  other  human  undertakings,  should 
be,  will  the  results  compensate  the  outlay.  W^e  leave  this 
subject  with  the  words  of  one  whose  wisdom  has  never  been 
called  in  doubt:  "There  is  that  which  scattcreth  and  yet  it 
increaseth,  and  there  is  that  which  withholdeth  more  than  is 
meet,  but  it  tendeth  to  poverty." 
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During  the  year  we  have  received  a  valuable  donation  of 
books  from  our  townsman,  P.  P.  Whitehouse,  Esq.,  and  also 
from  Mrs.  Moody  Currier  of  Manchester,  N.  H.  We  ap- 
pend a  list  of  books  added  during  the  past  year  :
